Torrance Police Chief Percy 
Benhett, who hosted the meet­ 
ing, said that police chiefs gen­ 
erally oppose a recent court de­ 
cision which rules that -police 
must reveal the names of their 
Informants, if the defendant re­ 
quests It,

,AJ1ow THmmiflNMl
F'l'lx-.' generally will let 

charges against the defendant be 
dismissed rather tha'n divulgf 
the name of the informer.

There are two reasons for this. 
Ron net t, said.

In the first place, an Informer 
would be placed In physical 
jeopardy through revenge, and 
in the second place, their tip­ 
sters' services would be of no 
value after that.

Bennett pointed out that the 
court ruling particularly affects 
narcotics cases since most ar­ 
rests are made as result of an 
Informant's tip.
"It would take months for a 
policeman, working undercover, 
to get on the Inside in narcotics 
cases," the chief said.

He cited a recent Torrsnce 
case which was thrown out of 
court on grounds of illegal 
search. *

This involved the finding of 
marijuana in the defendant's 
mouth by police. The case was 
dismissed after the defendant 
claimed that the search was per­ 
formed Illegally.

No Funds Allocated for 
Local Freeway Building

Only a tiny fraction of a re­ 
cord. $610,711,862 budget will be 
spe*nt on freeway construction 
that can even remotely help traf­ 
fic conditions \jn the Torrance- 
South Bay area.

Although $17,500.000 was allo­ 
cated to the San Diego Freeway 
construction, the bulk of it will 
be spent In Long Beach.

The State Highway Commis­ 
sion w*hich announced its an­ 
nual budget for the 1959-60 fis­ 
cal year, appropriated only $2,- 
500.000 for a stretch of the San 
Diego Freeway from Manchester 
Blvd. to Vesta St. in Inglewood.

Leaders of the eight South 
Bay cities, including Torrance, 
appeared before the commission 
last August to request alloca­ 
tion of funds for the San Diego

Freeway construction from 
Inglewood to its connection with 
the Harbor Freeway at 190th 
and Figeuroa Sts.

The bulk of San Die^o Free­ 
way construction funds will go 
for a section from Alnmeda to 
Studebaker Rd., in Long Beach, 
at a cost of $15.000.000.

Another $15,000,000 was allo­ 
cated for right-of-way purchases 
for the San Diego Freeway.
